SPICY LETTER FROM “SEORETARY.” 


Epiror Quincy Uniox—Dear Sir :-— 
The miners of Eagle gulch have organ- 
ized a lyceum, and spend Saturday eve- 
nings in appropriate exercises in their 
meetings. These exercises consist of 
discussions, essays and dialogues ; also, 
exhibition of paintings. As; Secretary, 
it is my duty to copy the essays for pub- 
lication in the Quixcy Uston. I will ap- 
propriate this sheet to giving an account 
of the institution: The subjects dis- 
cussed, are to be those “about which 
there is honest difference of opinion.” 
The essays are to be faithful expositions 
of the opinions of the author, and intend- 
ed to instruct the judgment. Pictures 
and paintings are to impart historic in- 
struction, and refine the taste of the 
members. The meetings have been well 
attended, and the exercises have been 
interesting and profitable. Many of the 
‘paintings are valuable, and manifest ar- 
tistic skill and a refined taste. The artist 
is pious, and, as yet, has drawn his sub- 
jeets from Biblical history only. I will 
bring down some of them for your exam- 
ination. The first offered, is a represen- 
tation of Adam and Eve in the garden, 
amidst the three Kingdoms of Nature, 


‘under striking manifest specimens. The 


Tower of Babel comes next. The vast 


| pile stands conspicuous, maguificent, un- 


finished ; and the vast army of the craft 
is stauding in groaps, in ludicrous won- 
derment ; and some are walking awy 
and the Grand Master,—~—excited 
and in a menacing attitude,is endeav- 
oring to marshal the craft to their labor, 
Hods lie scattered round on all sides,and 
ladders and scaffolding standing, never 
again to be used. A series of pictures 
—three in number—detail the scenes of 
the crossing of the Red sea. The first 
shows Moses a little in advance of the 
vast body, just in the great cafion of 
Aqueous walls on either side, beckoning 
to the hesitating multitude to come 
along. . The second represents them 
about mid-way, fully confident, playful ; 
the children throwing pebbles at a fish’s 
tail sticking out of the liquid cliff. The 
third exhibits them on the safe side.— 
Moses and the Patriarchs maintaining a 
proper dignity, but the women and chil- 
dren, fantastic and exultant, are drag- 
ging strings of fish, and ‘antalizingly 
directing the Egyptians how to swim. 
One painting represents the story of 
Ruth. It is a picture of night, with a 
quotation from Shelly :— 


“ How wonderful is death ! 
Death and his brother Sleep.” 


Retiring twilight draws the deepening 
darkness over the scene. The cat sleeps 
on the hearth, and the poodle, in a bas- 
ket of wool. Selemn silence and solid 
stillness reigh supreme. The prominent 
objects of the picture, at antipodes, and 
horizontal, lie majestic, emblems of puri- 
ty, favored of Morpheus and Heaven 
Another picture represent8 Jesus eject- 
ing the legion ef devils from the Man of 
the Mountain andthe Tombs. In one 
part of the picture you see a pharmatic 
preparation to make the diabolical exo- 
dus easy and safe. In another, you see 
them entering the swine, who manifest 
pain and alarm, precipitately plunging 
into the sea ; andin another part may 
be seen great numbers of dead fish float- 
ing in the neighboring waters. The orly 
fault I find in this picture is, it resem- 
bles, too closely, Spanish Peak, in tke 
adjoining mountain. 

The painting om which the artist has 
bestowed the greatest pains, is ene rep- 
resenting the Apostle Paul standing in 
the midst of his fellow-laborers, holding 
in his hand another picture, intended to 
illustrate a chimera nestled in a yacutm. 
This pictnre must be seen'to be appre- 
ciated.: I suppose it is mainly sugges. 
tive, and comes from the highest schools. 
of theology. The Professor has refrained 


from makipg any remarks upon it, and 
has promised to give a lecture upon it at 
some future time. Should he do so, I 
will procure a cepy for the Uxton. Should 
it possess the merit which the Society 


expects, it might make a valuable addi-. 


tion to the Sunday-School Library, One 
ef the mottoes of the Society is,—“ That 
light should not be hid under a bushel.” 

The Meadow Valley and Spanish 
Ranch Libraries have generously offered 
the use of their books to the Lyceum ; 
and on that account. the exercises are 


‘expected to become more effective and 


usefyl, An effort'was made. to exclude 
religious and political subjects from the 
debates ; but after much discussion, the 
President summed up the argument in a 
sort of charge. He said: 

“ Subjects of this character run into, 
and make a part of the great body of 
philosophy ; and in that sense ought to 
be investigated with the same desire to 
elicit truth, that is felt on other ques- 
tions. Politics simply means law. Can 
any ene disconnect law from mental and 
moral science? The Chair is of the opin- 
ion that our statutes. might be greatly 
improved by reviving some of the Jew- 
ish law ; particularly those which forbid 
witches from running at large, as free 
commoners, In the pure days of theoc- 
racy, whatever pertained to human hap- 
piness may be supposed to have receiy- 
ed proper consideration, What was 
truth then, is truth now. The fact that 
such an interdict is found in the Bible, 
that ‘not a witch shall live, is author- 
itative that they have lived, and that 
proper vigilance should be used to ex- 
terminate them. Witches have made 
their appearance on many occasions: to 
the great annoyance. of good people,—at 
the circles of the Spiritualists, at Free- 
Love gatherings, and no doubt in political 
assemblies. Of all the pests of man, 
none probably are more fearful. Coming 
to the better covenant, or Second Testa- 
ment, we find many rites and ceremonies 
positively enjoined, which are’ generally 
neglected.; onty one Of wiitch'T will now 
call your ‘attention,—the washing of feet. 
This ceremony was solemnly observed 
as an example, and enjoined as a duty. 
Had this religious rite been as well sup- 
ported by statute as the Sabbath, it 
would hold as proud a place in churches 
and in society ; and infinite perception 
only knows how great might have been 
the benefit to mankind.” 

. After hearing these remarks from the 
Predident, the motion was withdrawn, 

A motion was made to enroll the 
county officers, and the editer and print- 
ers at the Union Office, as honorary 
members, and was carried, after striking 
out the Sheriffs and Constables.

An English nobleman has recently been | 


the victim of a monomania which has 
afflicted him for many years. He began 
in the year 1859 the importation of vari- 
ous breeds of monkeys, with the view of 
elevating their native condition. After 
feeding them in cages for some time he 
suffered them to go at large on lis mag- 
nificent estate; during the first summer 
after their release, they destroyed almost

"He dressed some of them in clothes 
uniformly together like soldiers, snd pro- 
duced by a course of training effect quite 
military in their character. One of his 
peasants was killed by them, and he caus- 
ed a large transpareney. to be painted, 
extending across the entire front of his 
palace, representing the murder. He 
had two or three of these monkeys march- 
ing up and down before his palace under 
this painting every day and evening 
At last the peasantry, incensed by the 
picture, one night tore it to -piecss, and 
aot satisfied with this, began killing the 
monkeys everywhere and the. unfortun- 


ate nobleman himself, interfering for th 
preservation of the objects of his mon 


mania, was incontinently torn to pieces.

LOSS, $15,000!! 


| At about six o’clock last evening (the 
4th) fire was discovered in the upper part 
of the new Hotel kept by Coburn & Bro. 
at Quincy. 

As soon.as the alarm was given, the 
citizens turned out, but the fire had, at- 
tained so much headway, that with the 
means at hand, it was found impossible 
to save the building. 

The most of the furniture in the low- 
er part of the Hotel was saved; but a 
greater portion of it is badly damaged 
by breakage. 

The fire raged furiously, ‘but by al- 
most super-human exertions, the spread 
of it was stopped and confined to the 
Coburn House. 

The store of Aschheim & Bro., adjoin- 
ing Coburn’s on the East, this morning 
presents an appearance as though it had 
been severely tried,—and it was so in- 
deed,—there is not a space the size of a 
man’s hand, that is not blackened and 
charied. : 

| The heat of the flames did not deter 
our citizens from working like tigers to 
stop the further spread of. the fire 
in that direction ; and nothing short of 
the super-human efforts of the people 
stopped it. 

To the west of the Coburn House, and 
but twenty feet from it, stood the butch- 
rshop of J. EK. Edwards. ‘To prevent 
the fire spreading in that direction, it 
was found necessary to tear the butcher 
shop down, and a number of men went 
to work withaxes and ropes, and before 
the little building caught it was almost 
demolished. , =i 

Kaulback’s store Was saved by exer: 
tion no less strenuous than those which 
saved the building of Aschheim & Bro’s., 
—snow balls, water, wet blankets, &c., 
saved it however, although the blistered 
faces and limbs of those who fought the 
fire ‘at this point betoken how fierce 
was the struggle. 

At about eight o’clock it became ap- 
parent that the fire was under contrel, 
and when the certainty that the town 


was safe, a shout of exultation went. 


uf. 

The goods of the stores, and of the 
“Exchange Saloon” were all nioved out 
into the street, but with the same ‘will- 
ingness that caused their removal, the 
citizens slept not until they had all plac- 
ed back in the warehouses. 

Everything was removed from Whi- 
ting &Co‘s express office ; their loss is 
trifling. 

The loss falls principally on Coburn & 
Bro.,—it will reach about $15,000, in- 
sured for $5,000. The loss of Edwards 
will reach about $1,200,—and loss by 
damage to goods of Aschheim’s, Kanl- 
back, Houck, Seblatter and Moore, it is 
impossible to form any correct estimate. 

Ameng so may who wrought nobly 
in fighting the fire and saving goods, it 
would be’ invidious to mention any 
names ; al] done their duty. But the la, 
dies deserve especial praise for their 
fearless and cool action, filling buckets 
with water, when the heat was so in- 
tense as to keep away strong men,. car- 
rying goeds, &c, In fact the ladies of 
this town have always shown themselves 
good soldiers to fight fire. We regret 
and féel a deep sympathy for Coburn & 
Bro., and Edwards,in their heavy losses ; 
but at the same time, that feeling is, to 
acertsin extent, modified, when we 
think how close a shave our beautiful 
town had from total destruction, 

Tné origin of the fire is unknown. It is 
the general supposition that the fire was 
caused either by a defect in the chimney, 


‘or that the heat of the bricks. had been 


sufficient te char and ignite the wdod 
near them. The fire had doubtless been 
burning for some hours: before it was 
discovered.
